optionally replaced by oxygen atoms; 

Y is a bond; 

m is 1; 

n is 0; 

R is NR4R5; 

wherein R4 and R5, taken together with the nitrogen atom to which they are 
attached, form a 5-mernbered aromatic heterocycle which is optionally 
fused to an aromatic 6-membered ring, said aromatic 6-membered ring 
optionally substituted by COOH.
